(ZP) — Every 
president for 30 years—including 
President Eisenhower—has bless­ 
ed the idea of making the St. Law­ 
rence River a seaway for

going ships to travel between the 
Atlantic and the Great Lakes. 
For a week the Senate has been 
debating a bill to make the United 
States a partner with Canada in 
developing such a seaway. 
This 
would mean deepening the channel 
and building some locks at a cost 
of 88 million dollars to this coun­ 
try, 175 million to Canada. 
In 1934, 1944, 1948 and 1952, the 
Senate voted it down. It may not 
do so now. 
Security Is Issue 
Canada, fed up waiting, finally 
said she would develop the sea­ 
way, with or without U. S. help. 
Eisenhower says this 
country 
should take part for the sake of 
national security. 
This is the picture: 
A watery highway 1,185 miles 
long stretches north 
from 
Lake 
Ontario through the St. Lawrence 
River and gulf to the Atlantic. For 
114 miles the river is the boundary 
between the United 
States 
and 
Canada. And American develop­ 
ment would be in that 114-mile 
stretch. The rest of the waterway 
is in Canada. 
If Congress approves, this coun­ 
try will join Canada in deepening 
the river channel where necessary 
to a minimum of 27 feet, building 
locks, and charging tolls for the 
ships passing through. The work 
would take about six years.

Closing Bloodmobiles W ill Put 


Emphasis On Local Blood Banks 


IHE MichiCon Department of Hr in. I <>- 
-*■ announced plans 
to 
discontinue 
its 
bloodmobile service, 
effective 
Fob. 
26. 
which means that much greater emphasis 
must be placed upon the local blood banks 
for supplying whole blood, 
plasma 
and 
several other blood products. 
The Escanaba blood bank at St. Francis 
Hospital has been a source of 
supply 
of 
whole blood for some tune but its impor­ 
tance will be further Increased by the dis­ 
continuance of the 
bloodmobile 
service. 
The blood bank not only will be the only 
source of whole supply for local needs but. 
it will also be expected to provide 
suffi­ 
cient surplus and outdated blood for plas­ 
ma requirements locally. Most of these re ­ 
quirements formerly were met from 
the 
blood collected by the mobile units in their 
periodic visits *o Delta County. 
The standard practice at the blood bank 
is to require a replacement of two pints of 
blood for each pint withdrawn, This not 
only guarantees maintenance of an 
ade­ 
quate su pp ly of blood but also provides a 
supply for processing 
into 
plasma 
and 
other blood derivaties 
when 
the 
whole 
blood becomes outdated and is no longer 
safe for direct transfusion. 
Some times it has been difficult to get 
leplacemonts for whole blood drawn from 
the local blood bank, particularly during 


the periods or shortly aftei 
the 
period* 
when the bloodmobile has been here. The 
hundred' ol pints-of blood that have been 
contributed by local donors annually fin 
the periodic collections of the bloodmobile 
should now be available to keep the local

QUESTION: Today I noticed a radio an­ 
nouncer repeatedly pronouncing the word 
“expert” with the accent on 
the 
.second 
syllable. I have always said EX-pert and 
my dictionary supports this pronunciation. 
What do you say? M. C. W.,

ANSWER In the noun use ("he was an 
expert in m arksm anship") the word is al­ 
ways pronounced with emphasis 
on 
tilt 
first syllable—EX-pert. However, when it 
appears as an adjective (“he was an ex ­ 
pert m arksm an”) the emphasis may col - 
redly be placed on either syllable, though 
EX-pert is still more 
frequently 
heard. 
There arc many such adjectives and ad­ 
verbs in English where the stress varies 
according to the rhythm of other syllable 
in the sentence. Try saying “The air-con­ 
ditioned loom ” and “the room is air-condi­ 
tioned.” Chances are you will stress ‘‘a ir” 
in the first phrase and “conditioned” 
in 
tho second. Neither is any more “correct" 
than the other. What might be called the 
“sentence rhythm ” calls foi one accent in 
the first instance and a different stress in 
the other.

“ Impugn” likewise is often used in a de­ 
precatory sense and means to assail with 
insinuations or accusations, Thus one occa­ 
sionally will hear an attorney protesting to 
the judge that his “ worthy opponent” is a t­ 
tempting to “impugn his veracity." Foi

If you don’t know how much 
of your monthly paym ent is for in­ 
terest, ask where you make the 
payment for a statement showing 
the interest payments you made 
in 1953. 
Do not deduct aa Interest any 
financing fee or other non-interest

installment pjan. your sales con­ 
tract must stipulate that interest 
is being paid or you cannot deduct 
any Interest.

Page IO of the official instruc­ 
tions lists taxes which you can 
and cannot deduct. 
Most taxpayers do not have re­ 
ceipts or do not keep a record 
of small paym ents for deductions 
like gasoline tax and sales tax. 
Tile Internal Revenue Service will 
allow an estimated deduction pro­ 
vided it is reasonable. 
The gasoline tax can be esti­ 
mated by dividing the total num ­ 
ber of miles driven in 1953 by the 
average num ber of miles your car 
operates on a gallon of gds.
